Asummons for the removal of 
34 cases of brandy from a bonded + 
werehoose withavt a parmit and, 
alternately, with being in posses. 
sion ofthe consignment without . 
having paid the prescribed duties, 
was this nforaing brought againat 
a Chineso by the Imports and 
Exports’ Departmant, and heard 
before Mr. GN. Orme. 

The defendant admitted to 
Temoving the cases trom the 
warehouse but said nothing in 
regard to the extraction there. 
from of a namber of bottles whan 
they reached his shop. 


Mr. N. L. Smith, of the Imports 
and Exports Departmpnt, said 
that ucder the regulations the 


defendant was required to move 


the cases straight from the . 
bonded warehouse to the ship, 
instead of which he removed 
them into his own shop without 
the cognizance of the Depart. 
ment, and extracted therefrom a 
number of bottles. The two 
charges were, more or less altar. 
native ones, snd he would ask for 
the confiscation of the brandy. 
Being a retail dealer, and doing 
quite « large business in his way 
the defendant was ina position 
to repeat his offence frequantly 
witbou: detection. 

The defendant said that the 
faul: lay with hie workmen, who 
wore ignorant of the regulations, 

In reply to tha Magistratg, a 
Ravenue Officer said that similar 
offences had occurred very of.en, 
but no: so where tha botsles were 
extracted from the cases. 

Mr. Smith remarked that the 
defendant simply pleadedguilty to 
the technical offence of removing 
the cases, but mentioned nothing 
about his having extracted the 
botsles from the cases as they lay © 
in_bis shop, a fact which garoa 
different complexion tothe aatere 
of the offence. . 

The Revenue Offser informad 
the Court that the defendant had 
extracted 42 bostles from the 14 
cases of brandy, and had re-nailed 
the latter, showing to all appear- 
ances that they wero intact. 

A fine of $100 was inflicted by 
the Magistrate, who also granted 
the apptication that the brandy 
be confiscated by the Imports 
and Exports Department.

BAD PICKLES. 


Sequel to a Naval Sale. 


‘A large quantity of pickles, 
which'had been condemned as 
wafit for boman consumption, 
formed the subject of pwooharges 
preferred against two Chinese at 
the Magistracy this’ morning. 

On the 15:h November last, 
SOOM bottles of pickles, which 
formed part of tha naval stares, 
were. condemned as unfit for 
human consumption, and tenders 
were ‘invitad bs the Naval Vio- 
tualliog Officer for the purchase 
af the empty battles snd tha 2,300 
wooden casas. in which these 
bottles were packal, The con- 
ditions’ of the sale required 
that the cortents of the 
bottles, after the latter had been 
purcha-ad, bo dumped at a pre- 
peribed spop at sea, in the 
presence, of & represantative of 
the Victualling Department, and 
that the battles thamaylves, after 
having been changed, were to be 
produce:! for his inspection ono 
month alter the date of purchasa, 

Owing to she | unavoidable 
absence of a representative, 8 
fact which from carelessness, was 
fully taken advantage of by th- 
purchaser, Sam Yick, the pickles 
were not dumped as stipulated, 
but were brough: inta his shop 
and loft intact in the bottles when 
these were sold to Kum Yick,a 
shrimp yauce dealer, the inten- 
tion of the latter, a3 stated by 
-Mr. J. H. Garditior at the Police 
Court to-day, being to usa. only 
the empty bottles for the purpose 
.of refilling them with shrimp 
sauce. . . 

On the 26th December last, the 
Vietualling Officer happened to 


be proceeding along the Kowloon|, 


City Road when he saw two trucks 
being drawn along, loaded with o 
nurpber of cases containing what 
ho recognised gs the bottles of 
pickles which: he had believed 
were at the bottom of the sea! 
The consequence of.this discovery 
was that he communicated with 
Acting Inspector Cargill, of the 
Yaumati Police Station, who 
undertook investigations which 
led to the present summonses be- 
ing heard sgainst Sam Yick for 
selling the pickles, and agains: 
Yick, who bought them from Sam 
Yick, for being in possession.
